shower benedictions upon the soldiers 
of our country for helping them to the 
blessings of seif-government. 


BURIAL OF DEAD. 


"A few years since I was called by my 


official duties, as one of your representa- 
tives In Congress, to accompany th>: re- 
mains of a deceased Senator to his last 
resting place In his native town in the 
State of Georgia. During the Civil War 
he had been an officer In the Confederate 
army and had fought gallantly on that 
side. He was honest in his convictions 
and had the respect of his associates. 
The people of his State came for many 
miles to attend the funeral and pay their 
last tribute of respect to his memory. We 
reverently'consigned him to mother oarth 
in the old cemetery In Macon. Georgia, 
and, 
as I walked through the overgrown 
paths in the cemetery, a spot was'pointed 
out to me where some Union soldiers had 
been buried near the unmarked mounds 
of Confederate grave's. 


WILD FLOWERS OVER 
ALL. 
"I noticed that the .wild flowers and 
grasses had grown over the mounds of 
both* of those who had 'worn the blue' as 
well as those who had 'worn the nray.' 
thus lovingly entwining the dead with 
one another, giving 10 every flower and 
blade of grass the same beauty and frag- 
rance. 
"It seemed as if nature was speaking 
to us through those flowers. When death 
comes all animosities, 
bitterness 
and 
human enmity should 
be buried. We 
want a happy and united countii-. We 
want good will and amity between every 
section and the friendship and co-opera- 


tton of every good citizen In vorklnr for 
the betterment of all of ths people of our 
common country. 


FOUGHT .NOT TO ENSLAVE. 
" It is an inspiring thought that the 
great army you .represent, the greatest 
anil noblest in r.he world, fought not to 
ent lave, but to make free those in bond- 
ag<: not to destroy but to- save a na- 
tiOM and bequeath to posterity the grand- 
est government that has ever existed. 
"This day is consecrated by solemn re' 
lig'ous observance and. while we place 
flowers on the graves of those who have 
pai aed to that bourne whence no traveler 
returns, let also our sympathy reach out 
to the sick and infirm brethren In the 
veterans' homes and to the bereaved 
far-lilies in the broken family circle. 


REMEMBER LEADERS. 


"Let iis remember Hhe patriotism, the 
ter.derness and love of Abraham Lincoln, 
tht head of your councils during 'the 
awful internecine 'strife. 
Let us recall 
to memory the chivalrous Grant and the 
he-oio and courageous rank and file of 
the grand Union army, and drop a tear 
for Major McKinley, the soldier and peo- 
ple's President. 
"If we will strive to emulate the vir- 
tues of these noble men we will l«ave 
thi- sacred spot after our devotions bet- 
ter equipped for our conflict in the battle 
of 'ife and to perform our duty of Amert- 
car citizens, and our war cry shall be:

At the'exercises at Mountain Viww 


Cemetery this morning' Henry C. Dib- 
ble.made an interesting address: 


The President introduced Judge Hen-- 


ry C. Dibble of San Francisco, a past 
commander of Lincoln Post, No. 1, and 
at-present Judge Advocate of the De- 
partment of California and Nevada G. 
A.' R. Judge Dibble is a veteran of 
the Civil "War and lost a leg in the ser- 
vice. 
After a few introductory remarks re- 
garding the inspiring scene at the cem- 
etery he spoke of the universal observ- 
ance of. the day - throughout the coun- 
try and dwelt briefly upon the beau- 
tiful symbolic ceremonies - in all 
the 
cemeteries where the soldiers of- the 
union anfl of the later generation who 
bore arms in our war with Spain lie 
buried, said: 


"The day is in, truth, a festival to 
loyalty and to the memory of the loyal 
dead who have worn the blue and 
the 
gray 
and 
followed 
Old 
Glory. 
If 
our 
country 
is 


to live and move forward among the 
free and enlightened nations of the 
earth, it is altogether proper that this 
day should be.devoted to these sym- 
bolic ceremonies and be kept sacred to 
patriotic and loyal sentiments. 


''Holding these views and having re- 
gard to the occasion, I have selected as 
a theme for my remarks: 'Memorial 
Day—Sacred to the Memory of 
the 


Loyal Dead.' • 


"'While the surviving members.of the 
Grand Army- of the Republic are, of 
course, familiar with the history of the 
Institution of Memorial Day,- a ne.w 
generation has arisen during the six 
and thirty years that 
have 
passed 


since the flr'st celebration of the day 
and the story may tie retold with profit 
and perhaps with interest to a large 
majority of those gathered here today. 


SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


"Only three years had passed since 


the survivors at Appomattox and the 
death of the martyred Lincoln—more 
than 560,000 soldiers and sailors of'the 
Union Army and-'Navy had died in 
battle, or of wounds and sickness, more 
than 30,000 in rebel prisons. The great 
volunteer army had been wholly dis- 
banded. 
The civic-military organiza- 


tion, the Grand Army of the Republic 
had sprung into existence pledged to 
the fraternity of a comradeship welded 
In the fire of battle, to the work of 
charity toward the needy and desti- 
tute among the surviving and their 
families and to an undying loyalty and 
vigilance, the price of liberty. Genera) 
John Logan, one of the foremost heroes 
of the volunteers was Conimander-ir.- 
Chief. His Adjutant-General was Gen. 
N. P. C'nipman, now an honorea citizen 
of California.. It was he who formed 
the order which established Memorial 
Day then and for all time to come. 


AT THE GRAVES. 


"In responding to the call to assem- 


ble at the graves of the loyal dead, at 
the Arlington National Cemetery near 
Washington, General Grant and many 
other grea,t leaders were present while 
General Garfield addressed the assem- 
bled host. In the national cemeteries 
in the South vast numbers of loyal 
blacks brought flowers and participat- 
ed in the ceremonies. 
When Congress 
next met. a. resolution was passed by 
the House directing the publication of 
the account of the celebration of the 
day throughout the country. This was 
done in a. large volume. The proceedings 
In 183 cities, tow:ns and cemeteries are 
given. Doubtless there were hundreds 
if not thousands of celebrations 
in 


smaller towns and villages of which no 
record wag preserved. 
As it is, the 


volume is a wonderful collection of pa- 
triotic and loyal addresses, 
orations 


and odes in commemoration of the loy- 
al dead. 
"From that time of the first enthusias- 
tic outpouring forward the day has been 
kept by the Grand Army as a 
sacred

memorial day. The order of Coromande; 
in Chief Lyon Po»t was adopted Into the 
regulations. But more, the people adopt- 
ed, the day and it became a national holi- 
day in the highest and truest sense. The 
day has been made a legal holiday in 
thirty-eight States and Territories, in- 
cluding the District of Columbia. 
Of 
these five are southern border States and 
there .is one State in the heart of the 
south—Tennessee. 
Only ono 
northern 
State has failed to adopt thf. day—Ida- 
ho—and 
one 
Territory—Ne'.v 
Mexico. 
Nine southern States ignore the day as 
a holiday, but even in those States the 
'day is observed in the national ceme- 
teries .and wherever the Union dead lie 
in any numbers. The Grand Army of 
the Republic and its aaaueiat-5 organiza- 
tions, contribute every year to the cost 
of the observance of 
the day 
in the 
south. 


LEGAL HOLIDAY. 
"The fact that the day has been made 
a legal holiday made it only more diffi- 
cult. Many thoughtless 
people 
looked 
upon the day as simply a holiday for the 
Grand Army and could not understand 
why they should be-expected to observe 
it. In time cams the SpamMi war and 
our military service in the Far 
East. 
Then, side by sid« with the veterans of 
the Civil war in the national cemeteries 
were laid the soldiers -who fell in the later 
conflict—a. conflict brought on by the de- 
termination of our country to 
extend 
liberty to Cuba. Many of the young men 
whose graves are now - decorated, are 
sons of fathers who wore che grey. 
"There is a marked change in the dis- 
position of the country to Irown upon 
any desecration of the day. The action 
recently taken by .large fraternal 
so- 
cieties, such as the Foresters, and by 
the churches, notably by the Catholic 
Archbishop of this diocese, in his recent 
letter to the churches condemning pic- 
nics and the like on Memorial Day. I 
believe that the timfi Is ne u- at hand 
when Memorial Day will become univer- 
sally recognized as a day saored to the 
memory of those who have borne arms 
for the country, and be devoted to -the 
inculcation anrl explanation of patriotic 
and loyal sentiments and bygones. 
"! Participated' at the nrst celebration 
at Chalmetta national ceineKry at New 
Orleans and ten years later when the 
Confederates sent flowers and when the 
poem by Lafcadio Hearn was read en- 
titled 'The Heroes at Chalm.'tte.' which 
I will now rea-J:

Kven a flow of satisfaction !• felt by the b°nt 
and gray survivors as they sather b- the silent mounds that their comrades 
died so nobly In defense of a glorious" cause. 


But In recalling the heroic deeds of those who have passed away, la 


there not danger ol remembering onl> episodes and periods to the exclusion 
of the significance to be aitachea to them' It is more than forty years 
•luce Lincoln delivered his famous oration on the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg, yet wet with the blooa of cont-ndlng hosts and fresh-e/arred with the 
turrowB of war, but the lesson of the conflict that he then taught is as preg- 
nant with meaning today as it -was then. The war waged between the States 
tras to determine whether a nation conceived In liberty and dedicated to the 
principle of government of the people, by the people, and for the people 
•tumid perish from the earth. Th* issue of that war has been decided, and 
In token of lt» successful termination, flowers ha\e today been strewn on 
the graves of more than a million patriots who faced Its bloodiest extremity 
when the nation was In peril. 


Still the Issue on which that drtadful Iratlcldal conflict was fought re- 


main! Tuidetermlned. It will be an issue that requires rsdetermlnatlon ao 
long as the nation lives. A free government must be saved again and again 
tt can never fee permanently secure lave In the patriotism, valor and integ- 
rity of its own citizens. It can nevei be free from peril, whether it be from 
th* threatening of an armed external foe or the corroding canker of internal 
corruption.

charge b« a firm, clean heart. Lincoln's' Immortal oration Is an appeal to the 
citizen to consecrate himself to the task of preserving free institutions and 
perpetuating the government of the people undeflled that it may not be said 
of the. Kepubllc of Washington a* It is written of Borne "that she filled the 
earth -with glory yet rotted at the heart with corruption." 


General Miles has been tmggestefi variously for the Democratic and Pro-

The mission of education Is to teach the truth, the everlasting truth, 
and when It Is prostituted to the propogation of falsehood it becomes a cor- 
rupting influence on both thp Judgment and the moral nature 
Too much that 


passes for history is saturated with tergiversation if not downright lying. 
Where direct falsehood is not resorted to, the truth is violated by the s'udied 
and deliberate concealment ot related and collateral facts which would modi- 
fy If not totally change the Impression conveyed by the text. Frequently such 
methods are Justified on the ground that patriotism or true religion would 
suffer If all the facts were plainly and Impartially stated. As patriotism is 
the last refuge of a rogue, ao religion It the defense and excuse of the bigot. It 
IB safe to' say that not a school hlston- in use in the United States today gives 
a truthful and impartial account of the Civil War. Neither at the South nor at 
the North will public sentimen brook the telling of the plain, unvarnished truth, 
and in consequence, the growing generation of the nation is being stuffed 
with falsehoods and prejudices, garbled statements of fact, and equivocating 
narrations of events, instead of being instructed as to what really hap- 
pened.

It does not seem possible for May6r McClellan to become a formidable 


candidate for the Democratic Presidential nomination this jear 
His only 


strength Is In the Tammanv organi, ation 
No man put forward by Tam- 


many even under ordinary ciicunretan'-es could hope to win, and in the present 
political posture of the -country the -prospect of Democratic success, at best, 
la remote. Tammany Is an organization that Is distrusted all over the coun- 
try, and no where is It more distrusted than in the State of New York. Even 
In the metropolis an immense body of Democrats refuse affiliation \Uth it 
and ordinarily vote against its candid\tes In local elections Tammany candi- 
dates for Governor are nea-ly alwa%s turned down in Democratic conven- 
tions. As a rule, the delegations from New York to national conventions are 
Instructed for candidates obnoxious and antagonistic to Taromany. Seymour, 
Tllden and Cleveland have been consoicuous examples of the failure of Tam- 
many to Influence State and national conventions, so far as the Presidential 
nomination is concerned 
Tammarn favored Hancock, and Hancock was 


beaten In New York, which lost him the election and the Democracy the Presi- 
dency. 


Had Tammany stood up resolutelj for Tllden In 1880 the latter would have 


been renomlnated and elected But Tammany Intrigued -with the Hendricks 
•nd Thurman men of the West and S< uth and brought about a situation favor- 
able to the nomination of another candidate Now It is at the old trick of try- 
Ing to defeat the home candidate, l>ut It cannot do this \vlth a Tammany 
candidate. In view of the fact that Parker has the four pivotal States in- 
dispensable to Democratic success, New York, New Jersey, Indiana and Con- 
necticut, pledged to him under the unit rule, it does not seem possible for 
McClellan to have any standing agali st him. It is different with Hearst. He 
has the solid delegation of Ms natlvi State behind him, and a strong cohert 
of delegates from other States 
McClellan hasn't a delegate to his name, the 


Tammany delegates being pledged under the unit rule to vote for Parker.

injurious 


chemicals, does not insuie its being 
wholesome. 
It is a -jopular idea that 


all bacteria are Injurious. That Is not 
so. The harmless 01 es aie the bene- 
ficial ones. 
The object of scientific 


study is to deteimln.' how to keep out 
the injurious 
and 
disease-producing 


bacteria. 
The injurious ones may not 


be pathogenic 
or 
disease-producing, 


but they cause chemical changes that 
make the milk unfit for food. 


"People recognize impure milk when 


it corltains dirt, hairs, etc., or has sour 
taste or disagreeable odor. These con- 
ditions may be absent and yet the 
milk be entirely unlit for food. It Is 


certain kind of bacteria that makes 


milk sour. 
All kinds of bacteria In a 


favorable temperatui" multiply Incred- 
ibly. One bacterium in a temperature 
of TO decrees Fahrenheit multiplies 750
